Against Bootlegger. 


Pointing out the salient eatin 
of the local option proposal to be) 
voted on by the people today, Spence | 
Grayson, of Savannah, chairman of | 
the Georgia Association for Local |

“On the eve of the election wherein | 
the voters of Georgia will for the 
first time in our history have the’ 
opportunity of expressing at the ballot | 
box their approval or disapproval of | 
the experiment that has failed dis- | 
mally for 28 years, we feel that all 
the voters should be informed as to 
the provisions of the law to be voted 
upon. This is the first time since | 
1908, since the passage of the Neil | 
primary law, that the people of Geor- | 
gia will have the privilege of deter- 
mining a question of this kind by pop- 
ular vote. Every vote counts to make 
the grand total, and we feel that the 
people of Georgia will speak over-

“The proposed law, which a vote 
for repeal will support, provides for 
the regulated and controlled sale of |

“Today in Georgia, according to. 
government figures, there exists 753 
retail liquor saloons where whiskey 
is sold by the drink, and licensed by 
the federal authorities. ‘The repeal | 
law will prohibit this kind of busi- 
ness and will abolish open saloons | 
that now exist. These places are open 
all times of the day and night. ‘The 
control law will permit the package 
houses to stay open until 7 p. m. in 
towns of less than 10,000 population 
and until 9 p. m. in towns of more 
than 10,000 population.

In the death of Major John S. 
Cohen, president and editor of the 
Atlanta Journal, the state loses a 
leading and valuable citizen.

THE LEAN AND THE HAGGARD. 

Some thin subjects are lean because 
they are haggard. Nothing we can Go 
about it when we shake out the sheets 
and come upon such a subject. It is a 
problem for a real doctor. By a thor- 


ough medical examination the doctor 


may find out what ails the poor thing 
and prescribe the necessary treatment. 
Some thin subjects are haggard be- 
cause they are ‘lean. What I mean is, 
they look and feel frail, weak and sad 
because they have defective nutrition. 
You dumb laymen will not quite ap- 
prehend what I mean when | say nu- 
trition, but can’t stop to explain that 
all over again every time we refer to 
it. Suffice that it—well, old Noah 
Webster explains it neatly enough in 
the 1934 New International—the sum 
of the processes by which an animal or 
plant absorbs or takes in and utilizes 
food substances. So it isn’t merely a 
matter of getting the proper food, ner 
is it often a matter of having a hearty 
appetite. For example one may be 
many pounds underweight in spite of 
the best food and a good appetite, 
when one’s internal secretion of in- 
sulin happens to be deficient.

Business psychol- 
ogy is certainly not optimistic, if you believe what you hear from 
the United States Chamber of Commerce. Experiments are under 
way in the New Deal, the conclusions of which are not yet definitely 
established. And we are entering upon a presidential campaign 
which may be as -hot as any in recent years. 

These factors are not insurmountable. Some may be dissipated 
when congress adjourns. Others may await the outcome of next 
year’s elections. 

At any rate, they furnish the background explanation of why 
the economists have been notably silent regarding the Dawes proph- 
ecies. What they really believe is that we will continue to im- 
prove gradually until all factors are favorable and then a boom will 
Start.

FUMBLE The New Deal publicity system is well oiled, as every- 


one knows. It does not often break down, but it did 
the other day on the bonus. For a time newsmen here thought 
that Governor Eccles, of federal reserve, and Jesse Jones, of the 
RFC, had joined with Father Coughlin et al in turning the heat | 


on the White House for the Patman bill. The Jones break hap- | 
pened this way: 


Jones arranged to make a speech down south, but had no time 
to prepare it in advance. He wrote it on the train going down, 
wiring it back to his office here to give to the press. By the time 
it arrived here, Jones was already making the speech, which con- 
tended there was not so much inflating in the bonus anyway. 


DEFECT Governor Eccles is not supposed to be responsible to 

the White House for his remarks. He fell into the 
same heresy as Jones apparently because he lacked an efficient pub- 
lic relations counsel to warn him against the wiles of speaking out 
of turn. 


That defect is being rectified. Shortly before his blunder, ar- 
rangements were made for the federal reserve board to employ one 
of the most intelligent Washington newsmen as an_ executive 
assistant. 

Much just and unjust criticism has ben leveled against the New 
Deal press agentry, but one overlooked angle of the situation ap- 
pears to be that some of these officials should not be permitted 
to go out alone. 


WAGES The most closely guarded secret at relief headquarters 

is what wage rate is going to be paid. You may recall 
that the senate fought for weeks about it and then passed the buck. 
Since then the relief crowd thought several times it had the solu- 
tion, but each time the solution was torn up. A leak on one of these 
early tentative decisions has caused the outfit to be wary. 

The only thing certain now is that no flat wage scale will be 
paid for the nation as a whole. The proposed $50 a month aver- 
age will mean nothing because most workers will get either more 
or less. Scales will be adjusted generally so they will be slightly 
lower than prevailing wages in most localities. They will be ad- 
justed also as to different kinds of work. For instance, a plumber 
in New York will get more than a ditch digger in a rural town. 
Furthermore, relief employment will be staggered so as not to con- 
flict with wages paid by private industry. 


ECHO The Chamber of Commerce is supposed to be gaining 

more than the seasonal number of new members since 
it had the trouble with the White House. Precise figures will not 
be available until the end of. the month, but chamber men swear 
their membership has been helped by the publicity. 

Against this gain, however, must be recorded “nine or ten” 
resignations of individual firms (not local chambers of commerce) 
which protested the chamber’s opposition. Incidentally, the Cali- 
fornia chamber, which announced its resignation after the conven- 


tion, has not yet notified headquarters, 
RAH!

It takes endless, tiresome, soul-testing plugging to make a star. 

Those who win but a little success are not ‘‘mediocre.”” They are 
people who wish to enjoy living. They desire leisure, an easy gait, play, 
freedom from strain and anxiety and a comfortable living more than they 
desire stardom at the price demanded. | 

And they are the salt and salvation of the earth, for life would be 


unbearable if all of us kept the pace required to make a champion.
